The Lexiimton Herald on Sunday 
said editorially: 

A brief dispatch Ill Saturday's pa- 
pers record* Itie fact lliat leu boutB 
were lined up at the l^ulxvllle river 
front on Friday, six of them In the 
freight business and four earryliiK pas- 
sengers and freight. The congested 
condition of railroad traffic has great- 
ly augmented river traffic. We are re- 
minded that In our rivers we have pos- 
sible means for freight movement 
which we have not yet utilized. We 
may expect a constant increase In the 
volume of traffic. We cannot expect 
any considerable Increase in railroad 
mileage. We must have a big increase 
In the railroad equipment to meet the 
traffic demands. We shall probably 
tiud economy In the greater use of the 
rivers. It will probably be less ex- 
pensive to improve t he rivers and 
build boats than to build more rail- 
roads. 

Central Kentucky is Interested in the 
river traffic. We are In comparatively 
easy reach of the Ohio, while the Ken- 
tucky offers considerable transporta- 
tion possibilities. The rivers and hard- 
nurfaeed roads with motor trucks will 
In the future more and more supple- 
ment the railway transportation sys- 
tem. 

The Herald ims repeated!) pointed 

out the possibilities to all Blue (Irnss 
Region of a combined river traffic and 
motor tmok service. It la nosslble to 
have between Lexington and Maysville 
a hard-surfaced road that would ac- 
commodate heavy motor trucks with 
reasonable speed anil economy, and It 
is possible, too. for a large proportion 
of the traffic coming to Lexington from 

eastern points, with the Improvement 



of the river und an adequate supply of 
boats, to come down the river from 
Pittsburgh to Maysville and by rail or 
motor truck to other Central Kentucky 
points. 

Tills Is one way by which railway 
traffic congestion may be considerably 
relieved. At the present time, ship- 
ments originating beyond the Alle- 
gheny Mountains reach Central Ken- 
tucky through the Cincinnati gateway, 
which is always congested. Much of 
this traffic must also come through the 
Petrol! gateway. It Is notorious among 
railroad men and shippers that the 
region rroni Detroit to Cincinnati Is 
usually the most congested In the 
United States. The traffic for the South 
that does not come through Detroit or 
Cincinnati must usually pass through 
the Potomac, yards, another point of 
congestion. 

Pittsburgh has direct railroad con- 
nection with Baltimore, Philadelphia 
and New York, three Important 

sources of shipment, ami With the con- 
centration of much traffic from these 
points by rail to Pittsburgh, with 
shipment down the river to Maysville. 
we would have a direct and econom- 
ical route. We would return to what 
the pioneers found to be the way of 
least resistance when they came in flat 
boats down the Ohio. In the early- 
period of Central Kentucky, the river 
even with the crude facilities for river 
shipment of that time, was the Impor- 
tant menns of transportation The first 
printing press set up In Lexington 
was brought to Maysville by 'hat route 
and transported the remander of the 
distance by pack mule. The success of 
the Virginia Kxpeditlon. which won 
for the United States what was known 
as the Northwest Territory, was made 
possible by the fact that powder and 
other ammuntion were brought down 
| the Ohio. Perhaps, even with our tre- 
; mendous advantage over the condi- 
tions of that time, we may learn some- 
thing from the way in which the pio- 
neers routed their traffic to what was 
then the western country.

Sheriff A. C. Clements is confident of 
Ids ability to bold the prisoner In rase 
of further lynching attempt. "I have 
that negro in a burglnr proof cell," 
-aid the Sheriff. "I could give you my 
Whole bunch of keys and you could not 
get him out. He'll stay where he is 
until his trial ' 

Sergeant C, C. Boyer .In charge of 
the military guard stationed around 
the Jail, declared. "My men have ball 
ammunition, and the> will shoot to 
kill If necessary." 

When arrested Turner was near the 
scene of the crime. As the light» of the 
-herlff's automobile flashed upon him, 
c rouching at the side of the road, he 
drew a pistol, but was quickly covered 
ind disarmed He was suffering from 
i wound in the right hand and another 
In the leg. the result of a pistol duel 
with Moore before Moore was killed.

ONCE THRIVING OHIO 
SHAKER COLONY IS EMPTY 

M*rrlB)r<> Forbidden mid low » omen* 
Ilnte Keen dallied In lU-eent 
Year*. 

Union Village, Ohio. — Of the thou- 
sands of Blinking Quakers who lived 
In Ohio a number or years ago, only 
six survive. They now are aged, and 
are living a life of quiet In one of the 
original barracks constructed more 
than a century ago In this Warren 
county village, settled by the Shakers 
In 1805. Thirty years ago. the Shakers 
had four flourishing settlements In 
Ohio anil owned 7.500 acres of valua- 
able farm land. As death overtook the 
old members, the societies were dis- 
banded, and the land sold. The ofllclnl 
name of the denomination, as organ- 
ized nearly 200 years ago. was "The 
United Society of Believers In Christ's 
Second Appearing.' heT' society soon 
derived the epithet "Shakers" because 
of peculiar Jerking during religious 
ceremonies. Shaker theology com- 
manded the breaking up of family lite. 
This separation law has always been 
rigidly enforced. All property and all 
wealth Is held in common, thus estab- 
lishing a form of communUm. So 
one received wages for his labors, all 
profits going into a common treasury. 
Supplies necessary to life are dealt 
out from a common storehouse. As 
the sect does not believe in mnrriagc, 
there has been no new generation to 
continue its belief, save for a few new 
converts.

} Majmllle People lu Poor Health 
Without Knowing the Cause. 



As a port of the Tenth Birthday pro- 
gram of (lie Boy Scouts of America, 
the week commencing Memorial Day, 
May 30th, and ending 8unday, June 
Mb, will bo observed nationally as Boy 
Scout Weok. In 17,000 communities 
where Scout troops are established, a 
P rug HUB of outdoor activities will be 
carried out. 

The remarkable growth or the Boy 
Scouts or Americn has given a groat 
stimulus to the outdoor activities or 
American boys. It Is probable that 
throughout the past year more lioyB 
have spent days and night in the open 
under leadership than ever berore In 
the history or the United Sttates since 
Pioneer days ; and bec.auee Bay Scouts 
have token this message of the out- 
doors into their homes, hove conducted 
open-window campaigns and fresh-air 
crusades, it is likely thot more grown 
ups have breathed pure air during the 
past year than has been the case since 
the tlmo of our greut-grandrathers. 

Boys as Scouts have been taught to 
care ror rorests nnd to fight forest 
fires. They have gathered informa- 
tion for numerous depnrtsments of 
forestry, sometimes collecting data on 
the trees of an entire slate. They hav, 
engaged in fights against insect pesH 
and have made notes on different vari- 
eties of birds. 

Thousands of American boys who a 
year or so ago were absolutely help- 
less in the open can now be depended 
upon to find their way aDoul, to cook 
their own meals, to choose a proper 
camp site and to erect a comfortable 
shelter. Thousands of American hoyi 
who formerly knew little of nothing ol 
nature can now recognize many differ- 
ent kinds of trees and give the name- 
or dozens or wild flowers: can Baal!)

FIRE PREVENTION 
WEEK IS OBSERVED 
IN THE BIG FORESTS 

(Jcvcrniuent Supports Plan to Minim- 
ize Mm In National and 
Private Forests. 

Washington. D. C. — Widespread 
support of the special drive now un- 
dor way against man-caused fires in 
the Nation's public and private forests 
Is indicated In reports received here 
by the Forest Service of the I'nlted 
Stntcs Department of Agriculture, re- 
garding the observance of Forest Pro- 
tection and Fre Presention Week 
which opened May 23 in many West- 
ern States. The campaign to reduce 
the damage by conflagrations, amount- 
ing nnnuallv to millions of dollars, has 
received the hearty endorsement of 
civic bodies, business organizations. 
ehundaM, schools, and colleges. The 
response has been particularly en- 
thusiastic In the nine state — California 
Colorado, Idaho. Montant, Wyoming. 
South Dakota. I'tah. Oregon, and 
Washington — whose governors offi- 
cially designated the current seven 
days as "Fire-Prevention Week." 

E. T. Meredith. Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, on receipt of reports showing the 
earnest support given this new cruslde 
SO eliminate carelessness In handling 
Are In the forests, has written each of 
the governors In Ihe nine states a con- 
gratulatory letter, in the course of 
which he declares: "Our decreasing 
timber and paper supplies are begin- 
ning to make clear to all the need for 
concerted uction The states and the 
Nation must Join hands in the effort to 
halt forest destruction. Not only as 
sources of permanent supplies of tlm- 
l» r. but also as conservators of water 
supplies, our forests are essential to 
our Industrial, economic, and social 
welfare." 

Fre-preveiition week originated with 

the Natural Pari Association 'a! seat- 
tie, and has quickly spread from state 
to slate. Indicating that the public now 
recognises the peril Involved In con- 
t'nued carelessness In the forests 
"The great out-of-door, our to enjoy, 
not to destroy." Is the keynote of the 
many slogans which, according to re- 
ports, nre being conspiculously dis- 
played by participants In this popular 
movement. 

In giving its support of Fre-Preven- 
tlon Week, the Forest Service calls at- 
tention to the appalling losses which 
fires of various origins have cause In 
recent years. The average annual loss 
from forest fires during the last three- 
year period for which the Forest Serv- 
ice has statistics (that ending with 
1818) was $20,727,000, for the United 
Slates. The average of the areas burn- 
ed annually was 13.D69.000 acres. The 
burning or brush in the process of 
clearing land for cultivation was re- 
sponsible for a yearly average of 5,173 
tires in the period. Railroads were 
also responsible for a large number of 
con flag rat tons. 

Next to these two causes stands In- 
cendiarism. According to the Forest 
Service 4.597 was the average number 
of forest fires of malicious origin in 
tho three-year period. The average 
number of fires per year started by 
careless campers was almost aa great 
as those caused by incendiarism. 4.096. 
The number of such Area Is particular- 
ly high in the West. Other principal 
causes are lightning and carelessness 
by men engaged In lumbering opera-
